After eleven days of the first trial, while 
all possible to effect a 
death penalty, there was no verdict. 

The second trial lasted 11 days and the 
jury required 11 minutes to bring in “not 
ty.” The Zionists had enlisted the power 
of the Mayor, Chief of Police, the Justice 
Department and others who had been hired 
to annihilate these five innocent men 
because they don’t like so-called “Jews.” 
Who is to pay for the suffering of the 
families of these innocent men and what 
about the money they had to raise to pay 
attorneys? And why now are the Zionist- 
controlled publications quiet on this matter? 
The so-called “Jews” have been very adept 
at bombings in other Countries. 


“My client George Michael Bright is 
innocent, and I shall defend him.” 
This was attorney Reuben A. Garland’s 
only statement prior to the January 12th 
trial of the State of Georgia vs. George 
Michael Bright, accused of bombing the 
Jewish Temple in Atlanta. Mr. Garland 
obviously spoke profound truth, for George 
Bright was acquitted by twelve honest men. 
The trial lasted eleven days; the jury deli- 
berated eleven minutes. 
(Five Atlanta Patriots were indicted Oct. 
16, 1958, for the crime. George Bright, the 
only one thus far to be tried, went on trial 
early December, 1958. Attorneys James R. 
Venable and Essley Burdine represented 
Bright and gained a partial victory: the 
confused and biased jury deadlocked them- 
selves, three for, and nine against.) 
THE TRIAL OF JANUARY, 12, 1959 

Selecting an honest jury was a most 
difficult task. The amount and degree of 
pre-trial bias against the defendant was 
staggering. One prospective juror insisted 
he was not biased, but Mr. Garland knew 
better. After long interrogation by Mr. 
Garland, the prospective juror finally ad- 
mitted that two so-called “Jews” had told 
him Bright was guilty.

The prosecution‘s contention was that 
George Bright, Wallace Allen, Chester 
Griffin, Richard Bowling, and others had 
entered into a conspiracy to harass and 
destroy the so-called “Jews” of Atlanta; 
that Bright, Allen, and Griffin were mem- 
bers of the National States Rights Party, 
whose aim was to kill all the so-called 
“Jews”; that the bombing was planned at 
an NSRP meeting early in 1958; that 
Bright actually drew the sketch showing 
where to place the dynamite; that Bright, 
Allen, and Bowling were there at the 
Temple when it was bombed; that their 
hate for the so-called “Jews” did not stop 
with the bombing; that thirteen hours after 
the bombing one of the co-defendants called 
the wife of the Temple rabbi and said, “I 
am one of them that bombed your Temple. 
There are five sticks of dynamite planted 
under your house. You have five minutes 
to save your life.” 

The defense contended that George 
Bright had no knowledge of or connection 
with the crime; that there was no anti- 
jewish conspiracy; that the defendant and 
co-defendants were and are segregation- 
alists; that the NSRP is a political organ- 
ization whose aim is states’ rights and 
segregation; that Atlanta’s mayor William 
B. Hartfield, Police chief Herbert T.Jenkins, 
the editors of the Atlanta newspaper, the 
F.B.1, L.E. Rogers, and Solicitor General's 
office entered into a conspiracy to frame 
the defendants, to illegally arrest them, 
and then conceal the illegal arrests by try- 
ing to convict Bright and his codefendants 
for a crime they did not commit; and that 
L.E.Rogers, chief framer and star witness 
for the State, bombed the Temple and 
framed the codefendants for the purpose of 
collecting the reward money. 

The prosecution made a “big ado” over 
the fact that fovr and one-half months 
before the bombing Rabbi Jacob Rothschild 
of the bombed Temple spoke at Atlanta’s 
First Baptist Church on “Judaism”, that the 
rabbi elicited questions from the audience, 


and that Bright disagreed with the rabbi’s 
estimate of the number of jews in the 
world and with the rabbi’s allegation that 
Hitler killed six million jews. 

The prosecution used the testimony of 
L.E. Rogers to allege that an anti-jewish 
conspiracy existed. Rogers was spying and 
selling his “information” to F.B.I. special 
investigator Henry King. The prosecutor 
tried to build up Rogers as an humble 
citizen performing his patriotic duty as an 
“undercover agent” of the F.B.I. Defense 
Attorney Garland’s cross-examination of 
L.E. Rogers was lengthy and ended with 
this question: “Mr. Rogers, are your views 
those of violence, and are Mr. Bright’s 
views those of peace and order?” To which 
Rogers answered, “I have my views and 
Mr. Bright has his.” 

The picketing of the Atlanta news- 
paper on July 27,1958 by Bright and others 
was submitted by the prosecution as “evi- 
dence” of Bright’s hatred for the so-called 
“Jews” and as a part of the conspiracy to 
harass. the so-called “jews” and destroy 


The prosecution, realizing there was no real 
evidence to connect Bright with the bomb- 
ing, concocted a fiendish scheme and mem- 
bers of the prosecution (names omitted for 
obvious reasons) teamed up to buy perjured 
testimony. Copeland reduced jailbird Jimmy 
DeVore’s bond from $7,200 to $1,200 and 
authorized DeVore to sign his own bond 
to induce DeVore to testify against Bright. 
After the pre-trial coaching of Little and 
Wingo, DeVore came up with an amazing 
fairy tale. He testified tnat he and Bright 
were inmates together in the Fulton County 
jail where they were both awaiting trial; 
that he gained Bright’s confidence and 
Bright “confessed” the whole thing to 
DeVore. Said Mr. Garland to DeVore, 
“You did a better job, then, than all the 
police and F.B.I. combined, and never 
thought about any reward of any kind for 
your services?” As DeVore nodded in 
affirmative, Mr. Garland ended his cross- 
examination of the witness. 

A light greyish blue old model Dodge 
sedan had been seen at the Temple by a 
cab driver one hour before the bombing. 
Detective Little for the prosecution testi- 
fied under oath that Bright’s 1952 DeSoto 
sedan was bluish grey in color. Mr. Garland, 
for the defense entered into evidence 
Bright’s CAR DOOR. When the jury saw 
with their own eyes that Bright’s 1952 
DeSoto was solid gray as gray can be, 
they knew that Little might be color blind. 

The prosecution tried to link co-defend- 
ant Chester Griffin with an alleged threat 
which Mrs. Rothschild (wife of Temple 
Rabbi) said she received over the phone. 
Under oath she testified that she listened 
to a tape recording of Griffin’s voice and 
that it sounded like the same voice that 
made the threat. Her reason? “Both voices 
were medium-high pitched, southern accent, 
lacked quality, and both contained GRAMM- 
ATICAL ERRORS.” In the quiet, serene 
courtroom defense attorney Garland asked 
her to write on a sheet of paper the exact

Garland counted the 31 words with her and 
then put the sheet of paper into his pocket. 
Later in the trial he pretended to have 
lost the paper and asked Mrs. Rothschild 
to tell the jury what she had written. “ I 
am one of THEM that bombed your Tem- 
ple”, she started. Mr. Garland interrupted 
her, “Are you sure you wrote “THEM’. or 
‘THOSE’ ” ? he asked. “THEM,” she repeat- 
ed. Whereupon Mr. Garland produced the 
original paper, showed it to Mrs. Rothschild, 
and requested her to read it to the jury. 
Her face fell two feet, for she had written 
*T am one of THOSE that bombed your 
Temple ..... , etc,” and the 31 words were 
GRAMMATICALLY CORRECT from start 
to finish. The jury was convinced that her 
testimony reeked like Kosher herring. 

One of the interesting aspects of the 
trial was the almost complete lack of sin- 
cerity shown by the witnesses for the pro- 
secution. While very eager to recite their 
answers to the prosecutor’s questions, under 
cross-examination by defense attorney Gar- 
land, they “couldn’t remember,” “didn’t 
know”, “couldn’t say”, and in general were 
deliberately evasive, misleading and pre- 
judicial. Almost without exception the wit- 
nesses against Bright testified they had no 
knowledge of any reward, had no hopes 
of receiving any reward, or would accept 
any reward if it were offered them. The 
jury, however, did not fall for this phoney 
testimony. 

Mr. Garland proved every contention 
on which he based his defense of his inno- 
cent client. He proved that George Bright 
Was never served with a warrant, that the 
warrant which the. arresting officer carried 
in his pocket charged Bright with SUS- 
PICION OF VAGRANCY, and that the 
defendant was illegally jailed without being 
given a commitment hearing before a law- 
ful magistrate, held without bond, and de- 
nied the right to legal counsel. He proved 
that the Atlanta newspaper prejudiced the 
public against Bright and concealed the 
illegality of his arrest. He proved that 
Mayor Hartsfield wanted the arrest and 
conviction of George Bright and co-defend- 
ants. He proved that neither the Atlanta 
police nor the F.B.I. made any real investi- 
gation before they obtained the illegal 
indictment of the five co-defendants. He 
proved that Bright didn’t even see the 
Temple the night or morning of the bomb- 
ing. He proved that the Atlanta newspaper 
did suppress news and distort facts, just as 
Bright’s picket sign clearly stated. He prov- 
ed that L.E. Rogers was nothing but a 
pimp and that Rogers’ first three children 
have always been in an institution for the 
mentally retarded. He proved that Rogers’ 
1948 greyish blue Dodge sedan looked like 
the car that was seen at the Temple just 
an hour before the bombing and that same 
car was driven later on that same day— 
despite the claim by Rogers that his car 
engine was all torn down until a day or 
so after the bombing. He proved that 
Rogers was extremely nervous the day 
following the bombing and appeared phy- 
sically worn-out and haggard from lack 
of sleep. He proved that Rogers said over 
the phone just twelve hours after the bomb- 
ing “That was a smooth job you did last 
night,” and “It has reached twenty-five 
thousand and I think it will go to fifty 
thousand” over the same phone two or 
three days after the bombing. He proved 
that Rogers was outspokenly anti-jewish 
and anti-negro and advocated violence. He 
proved that Rogers had tried to buy some 
dynamite to do a job in Georgia. He proved 
by a dozen or so trustworthy citizens that 
Rogers’ reputation and character were bad 
and that Rogers could not be believed under 
oath. He proved that Bright’s reputation 
and character were good. 

The defendant George Bright spoke 
calmly and sincerely for twenty minutes 
on the tenth day of the trial. He denied 
having any knowledge whatsoever of the 
crime for which he was indicted. He did 
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admit his verbal disagreement with the 
rabbi. He did admit picketing the Atlanta 
newspaper. “The law has not allowed you, 
the jury, to read anything whatsoever about 
this trial. But if you could see for your- 
selves how the Atlanta newspaper for the 
past ten days has suppressed the truth and 
distorted the facts of this trial, you your- 
selves might very well picket the Atlanta 
newspaper with the same sign which I 
carried,” he pointed out. He restressed the 
conspiracy between the Atlanta police, 
mayor, newspaper, F_B_I_, and others to 
persecute him and other persons who dared 
hold and express pro-white political and 
racial views. He arose from his chair on the 
witness stand to close his statement with 
these words: “I swear before this court and 
this jury, before my. mother and my father, 
before my country, and —e God that 
I am not guilty.” 

In defense attorney Reuben A. Garland’s 
two-hour summary to the jury he stated..... 
“This is the hardest case I have ever fought 
and has the least amount of evidence.”... 
“In 1736 John Peter Zenger was jailed for 
three years without a warrant, without a 
hearing, and without the right of legal 
counsel. The case of John Peter Zenger was 
one of the reasons why our founding fore- 
fathers wrote the Bill of Rights outlawing 
illegal arrest, illegal searching, and illegal 
seizure, and guaranteeing a fair and speedy 
trial by jury.....My innocent client George 
Bright was illegally arrested, denied a 
commitment hearing, and illegally jailed. 
dee The real criminals in this case ought to 
be in the penitentiary. They are Solicitor 
General Paul Webb, Mayor William B. 
Hartsfield, Police Chief Herbert T. Jenkins, 
Detective Captain R.E. Little, the arrest- 
ing officer Jimmy Helms, F.B.I. agent 
Henry King and his informer L.E. Rogers, 
and the editors of the Atlanta newspaper. 
They illegally conspired against and caused 
the illegal arrest of George Bright.....The 
jewish race control the world’s marts and 
markets and the media of communication. 
They have used their vast strength and 
power to bring tremendous pressure to bear 
for a conviction of my innocent client...... 
Janise Rothschild, the sainted wife of the 
Temple rabbi, perjured herself.”... “Arthur 
Spingarn, a jew, is the president of the 
NAACP......Your honor, there seems to be 
a lot of disturbance caused by a certain 
(jewish) element of the spectators stomp- 
ing out of the courtroom. It Is a regular 
parade, they are distracting the jury and 
disrupting my arguments, and I ask your 
honor to restore some semblance of order 
in the courtroom so that I might continue. 
oils Almost without exception the witnesses 
for the prosecution have been appallingly 
reluctant to give a straightforward answer 
to even the simplest of my questions. I have 
been continually ham-strung by the court 
in my efforts to conduct a thorough and 
sifting cross-examination. The written law 
gives me every right to examine these 
witnesses in every detail necessary to de- 
termine their interest or want of interest 
in this case, their veracity, their biases, 
their intentions, and their reasons, and to 
bring to light their demeanor and char- 
acter. But in my efforts to do so I was 
continually interrupted by the court, and 
the continuity of my thought and cross- 
examination was thereby destroyed....... 
“The prosecution has amassed a _ tableful 
of so-called evidence. I say there is no 
evidence. Mr. Hill, (Ray Hill, his investi- 
gator) hand me the ILLEGAL WARRANT 
from that pile of irrelevant trash there 
on the table. You, the jury, are the sole 
judge of the evidence and of the law. This 
illegal warrant for SUSPICION OF VAG-
